HISTORY OF ST. JOSEPH’S CHURCH 


Owing to difficulty of access to Spanish archives, it 
is impossible to do adequate justice to a theme that is as 
interesting as it is informative. It is left to us whose 
lines are cast in more auspicious days to gather up the 
fragments that remain. 

However we have ample data in Mexican Franciscan 
archives and in some antiquarian remains to indicate that 
St. Joseph’s Parish has a fine Catholic background. 

The Mission Senora Nuestra de Luz -- established in 
1756 -- was only sixteen miles away and the good Padres 
of the Mission who carried the Light of the Gospel through 
the country round-about must certainly have included in their 
itinerary the territory on which Baytown stands today.

Not long since, there was discovered in diggings on an 
Indian site on the banks of Cedar Bayou glass which in the 
opinion of Professor Alex Treiter, Professor of Archaeology 
at Texas University, was the same type as. was found in the 
Missions of San Antonio and was manufactured in Spain some 
time before 1741. 

Several years ago as a result of excavations in the 
vicinity of Baytown, there were unearthed an ancient Crucifix 
and Rosary Beads -- mute but eloquent testimony that Our 
Divine Saviour and His Blessed Mother are no strangers 
whatever in the groves and the woodlands that border the 
bay. | 
Prior to the spring of 1921, many of the Catholics of 
the Baytown area heard Mass at the Chapel of St. Mary’s 
Seminary at LaPorte, while others journeyed to Houston to 
fulfill their religious obligations. The Morgan’s Point ferry 
was not then in operation. In those days there were not the 
conveniences and facilities for travel that we have today. 

In 1921, due to the growth in population as a result of 
the industrial development of this area, at the instance of 
the late Pat Braken and Joe Reilly, the late Bishop Christo- 
pher E. Byrne deemed it advisable to appoint a priest to 
attend to the spiritual interests of these people. The late 
Father Thomas J. Finn of St. Mary’s Seminary said the first 
Mass in Baytown in the recreation hall of the Humble Oil 
and Refining Company. 

Mass was sometimes said in the Mexican recreation 
hall and occasionally in private homes. The Catholic 
population of the entire district consisted then of some 
thirty-five (35) families. 

In 1924, the Oblate Fathers from Houston took charge 
and organized the parish. Father Joseph F. Dwan O.M.I. 
built the old St. Joseph’s Church. It was dedicated by the 
late Bishop Byrne in the early summer of 1928. 

It has long since served its purpose. Owing to the 
immense growth of the Catholic population of the area it had 
become altogether inadequate in recent years, and as a

2. The special honor which the Congregation desires 
to render to the Incarnate Word, seeking to imitate 
closely the life He led on earth and the virtues He 
practiced, especially His humility, simplicity, and 
charity -- characteristic virtues of its members. 

3. Special homage to the Blessed Sacrament, by 
thanksgiving and atonement. 

4. The propagation of a very special devotion to the 
Immaculate Conception of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 

The four Sisters of the Incarnate Word who started the 
Congregation in Texas were: Sister M. St. Claire Valentine, 
Sister St. Ange Barre, Sister St. Ephrem Satin, and Sister 
Dominic Ravier and the first postulant was Miss Martignot, 
who received her habit and the name, Sister St. Joseph. 

On April 25, 1873 Sister St. Gabriel, Sister St. Laurente, 
and Sister Mary Therese Paronnet came from Victoria and 
took up their residence in the old Franciscan Monastery 
across the street from St. Vincent’s Church on Franklin 
Street which had been occupied by the Sisters of Charity of 
the Incarnate Word from Galveston. With help coming from 
Victoria and Lyons, France, the little community began to 
expand to take care of the surrounding area, and with mission 
work reaching into Baytown, during the days of the Oblate 
Father J. I. Dwan O.M.I. 

When the new parish of St. Joseph’s in Baytown was 
organized in 1924, it was found more satisfactory for the 
children of the surrounding missions to come there and 
receive instructions from the Sisters. However, the Sisters 
continued their work at the little missions until St. Joseph’s 
at Baytown was fully organized. From 1928 until 1948 four 
| Sisters came to Baytown every Sunday during the school year. 


They instructed over two hundred children. 

In 1948 St. Joseph School was built and opened its 
{ doors in September in that year. From 1948 until the present 
the enrollment has averaged about 290 with a teaching staff 
of five Sisters and two lay teachers. It has and will in 
future function as a grade school. Since its foundation the 
following Sisters were in charge of the school: Sister Mary 
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Father McGivney had good vision seventy-six 
years ago when he founded the Knights of Columbus 
Insurance Program.

THE NEW ST. JOSEPH’S-GHURCH 


The new St. Joseph’s Church is of modified Gothic 
architecture and has a seating capacity of seven-hundred 
and fifty. It is constructed of light buff brick and trimmed 
with natural stone. The effect desired was to have the 
new church match the school as much as possible, and yet 
to have it retain the traditional lines of church architecture. 

The floor of the church is of two-tone terrazzo, and the 
ceiling is an open beam ceiling with acoustical tile. In 
the ceiling also are twelve loud speakers. There is a red 
oak wainscot, done in a medium dark finish, in the vesti- 
bules and in the sanctuary. 

The Main Altar is constructed of rose tavernelle 
marble, and the steps of the Main Altar are of verde antique 
marble imported from Italy. The Main Altar is covered by 
a seventeen foot canopy of red oak with a cherry red velvet 
drape hanging behind. The tabernacle and the candlesticks 
of the Main Altar are of a dull bronze finish purchased from

In the center panel of 
the altar, there is a symbol called the Chi-rho, a monogram 
composed of two Greek letters so named, resembling the 
Roman X and P, but in reality CH and R. They are an 
abbreviation of the Greek word CHRISTOS (Christ). On 
each side of this symbol there is a peacock which is a 
symbol of man’s immortality. In the two side panels of the 
altar there is the first and last letter of the Greek alphabet, 
the Alpha (A) and the Omega (Q) which symbolizes God, 
the beginning and the end. The letters also are often found 
on early coins, rings, paintings in catacombs, in frescoes 
of ancient churches, and on cornerstones to designate 
Christ. 3 

The two side altars also are of rose tavernelle marble. 
In the center panel of the Sacred Heart Altar there is a 
heart surrounded by a crown of thorns representing the 
wounded heart of our Lord. In the center panel of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary’s Altar there is a heart surrounded 
by a crown of roses symbolizing Mary’s Immaculate Heart.

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The Shrine of St. Joseph, located on the Epistle side 
of the church, is likewise constructed of rose tavernelle 
and verde antique marble imported from Italy. 

The statues of the Sacred Heart, Blessed Virgin, 
St. Joseph and the Cross above the Main Altar were all 
hand carved out of wood by artisans in Italy. 

The Stations of the Cross, which were imported from 
Germany, are oil paintings on copper plates and recessed 
in the walls of the church. 

The stain glass windows are made of the finest 
mouthblown German antique glass. They were made by 
Botz & Miesen of’ Cologne, Germany, and were purchased 
through Ecclesiastical Art of Dallas, Texas. The scenes 
depicted are the fifteen mysteries of the Rosary. Each 
scene is flanked by geometric windows containing symbols 
appropriate to the mystery. The Sorrowful Mysteries are 
placed nearest the altar to better show the connection 
between the Sacrifice of the Cross and the Sacrifice of the 
Mass.

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The Communion-Railing is constructed of red oak 
and of a medium dark finish. In the various panels there 
is carved a wheat and grape design -- the wheat symbolizes 
the bread and the grapes symbolize the wine used in the 
Sacrifice of the Mass. The symbol known as the Alpha 
and the Omega, which is seen in the Main Altar, is again 
repeated in the gates of the Communion-Rail. 

The Baptistery is octagon in shape and is paneled 
completely in red oak. The Baptismal Font is of white 
marble and was brought over from the old church. The 
stain glass window in the Baptistery shows Christ being 
baptized by St. John the Baptist. 

There is a “cry room” located on the Epistle side of 
the church where mothers and fathers may take their babies. 
The room is equipped with its own loud speaker so they 
may hear the announcements and sermon. The stain glass 
window in this room shows Christ with the little children 
around him. 

In the tower there is a seven-hundred and fifty pound 
bronze bell imported from Holland. The bell is equipped 
with its automatic ringer which rings the Angelus each 
day at 6 A.M., 12 noon, and 6 P.M. This ringer also may 
be used to toll the bell at funerals and also to ring it for 
any occasion. 

The organ is a Wick’s pipe organ containing five- 
hundred and sixty-eight pipes, and was purchased from 
the “House of Wick’s”, Highland, Illinois. 

The new St. Joseph’s Church and priest’s house 
complete with furnishings will cost $472,471.30.
